2. THE BRITISH, GERMAN, AND FRENCH ALL INDICATED IT 
WAS THEIR EXPECTATION THEY WOULD DELIVER THEIR NOTES

WILL TRY TO BE READY BY SATURDAY. THE TURK HAD NO

3. I THINK IT WOULD BE HIGHLY INADVISABLE TO DELAY 
BEYOND SATURDAY, ESPECIALLY NOW THAT THE PRINCIPAL 
WESTERN COUNTRIES ARE ALL IN TANDEM. I CONTINUE TO 
BELIEVE STRONGLY THAT IT WOULD BE A MISTAKE TO TIE OUR
